Such a common every day tiling as 
•neezing is not supposed to be rife 
with any special importance or m y s­ 
tery , y et it is interesting to discover 
how many omens and superstitious of 
olden times were connected with it. 
Superstition, th a t unknown, m y steri­ 
ous fear which controls us in spite of 
our reason, clings to and directs us In 
even the most common acts of life. 
How many there are of us, clear head­ 
ed and practical though we may con­ 
sider ourselves, who do not connect 
some 
pet 
superstition 
with 
simple 
events, as the breaking of a mirror, the 
burning of an ear, the finding of a 
horseshoe or four leaf clover or the 
spilling of salt! 
And many a mother 
would rather her baby had the croup 
than have him look in the glass before 
he is a y ear old or sneeze at an un­ 
lucky season. 
And in connection with 
sneezing alone there are more super­ 
stitions than are generally realized. 
This is a simple act In itself and 
seemingly would give veiy little cause 
for superstition. 
According to a popu­ 
lar definition, “sneezing is a natural 
respiratory movement, interrupted by 
a strong expiratory effort, expelling 
the air through the nose with more or 
less noise.” This action may be brought 
on by (he inhalation of dust, pungent 
vapors or by the simple inspiration of 
air when the m em brane is diseased or 
in an irritable condition, as In the case 
of cold. 
There is also a spot in the 
head the touching of which will cause 
sneezing In many people. 
Rarl>ers are 
aw a re of this fact, as their gentle m a ­ 
nipulations are ofteu greeted with a 
round of sneezes. 
This Is supposed to 
be caused by the touchiug of a small 
and extremely sensitive nerve which 
runs from the top of the head to the 
nostril and 
Is much more sensitive 
with some than with others. 
Sneezing is now considered a favor­ 
able and healthful action and is court 
ed by people who believe In its efficacy 
by looking intently at the sun until the 
desired action occurs. 
Consumptives 
are said never to sneeze, and many an 
unfortunate 
victim 
of 
this 
disease 
gauges the probability of his recovery 
by this standard. 
I h e old custom of say ing “God bless 
y ou!” when a sneeze Is heard is of a n­ 
cient origin and still prevails in orien­ 
tal countries. 
In the tim e of St. G reg­ 
ory the G reat at a certain season the 
air was filled with an unwholesome 
vapor or malaria, which so affected 
the people that those who sneezed 
w ere 
at once 
stricken 
with 
death 
agonies. 
In this strait the i>ontiff is 
said to have devise« ! a form of pray er 
to be uttered when the paroxy sm was 
seen to lie coming on and which, it 
was* hoped, would ar« *rt the stroke of 
the death angel. 
Sneezing is mentioned In works of 
my thology , and It is said that the first 
sign of life given by the cunningly 
wrought image of Prometheus was a 
lusty sneeze. 
Aristotle, In writing of 
this 
subject, 
say s 
that 
those 
who 
thought the seat of the soul to be in 
the brain 
looked upon 
sneezing as 
“one of the m« >st sensible and m anifest 
j operations of the brain.” , 
j 
In ancient books we find many refer- 
\ enees to this act, as in the “Ody ssey .” 
i where the sneezing of Telemachus is 
' accepted as u pleasing confirmation of

words of his mother just a t a

w hite, and tim e when she Is denouncing the riot-

blue, and ous gormandizing suitors and praising 
carry ing Old Glory , represe nting the the valor of Uly sses;

More than one species of fish is met 
with which cannot swim, the most sin­ 
gular of which perhaps Is the maltha, 
a Brazilian fish, whose organs of loco­ 
motion only enable it to craw l or walk 
or hop after the m anner of a toad, to 
which animal this fish to some extent 
l>ears a resemblance, and It Is provided 
with a long upturned snout. The ante­ 
rior (pectoral» fins of the maltha, which 
are quite small, are not capable of act­ 
ing on the water, but can only move 
backw ard and forw ard, having truly 
the form of thin paws. Both these and 
the ventral and anal fins are very dif­ 
ferent from the sim ilar fins In other 
fishes and could not serve for sw im ­ 
ming at all. 
Other examples of nou- 
sw im m ing fishes include the sea horse, 
another most peculiarly shaped inhab­ 
itant of the sea, which resembles the 
knight In a set of chessmen, and the 
starfish, of which there are many spec­ 
imens, which mostly walk and
